Annual Migration of Busy Little In­ 
sects Is Assisted by Man— Ta­ 
ken Long Distances.

London.—Bees are in the 
midst of 
their annual 
migration—assisted 
by 
man. Tfcrey are now' about to start on 
their fourth crop—the heather crop. 
By cart, tram and even motor lorry 
the insects are being conveyed to the 
moors, that they may 
gather 
that 
most delectable of delicacies—heather 
honey. 
"The insects are sent in their hives 
over distances from ten to 
seventy 
miles,” said an expert 
on 
beekeep­ 
ing. 
“Motor lorries are now being large­ 
ly used as a medium of conveyance. 
“There are four crops for 
bees— 
the fruit blossom in spring, the clover 
three or four weeks 
later, the 
lime 
trees in July, and now 
the 
heather. 
Heather 
honey 
is 
considered

finest honey. 
"Bees are dispatched in thoroughly 
ventilated boxes or in hives. 
"In the latter case the

Oklahoma City, Dec. S.—That there 
will be no legislation until a satis­ 
factory guaranteed free state capitol 
building proposition is placed,, before 
it, was made plain in 
the signed 
statem ent issued by the senate state 
capitol 
location 
committee 
tonight, 
giving its position in the situation. 
It is understood the statement was 
authorized after a motion had been 
m ade to report the house bill ad­ 
versely, which in itself is favored an 
immediate adjournment of the ses­ 
sion. The statem ent was as follows: 
To the People of the State of Ok­ 
lahom a: It is tin4 sense of the sen­ 
ate capitol location committee that 
no bill will be reported for passage 
until such time as we have a propo­ 
sition 
submitted 
proposing 
a 
free, 
satisfactory 
capitol 
site, 
together 
with 
a satisfactory guarantee 
that 
the state will receive a free capitol 
building. 
After ten days’ deliberation, d ur­ 
ing which time this committee has 
given an average of five hours per 
day to committees from Oklahoma 
City, we are without any satisfactory 
proposition 
proposing a guaranteed 
free capitol building, and unless such 
guaranteed proposition is submitted 
forthwith we will report in favor of 
an immediate adjournment.

Census statistics Tor 
Illinois tell 
the same sto^y as for ail oth r states 
—a disproportionalv growth of cit­ 
ies, and an actual decrease in farm 
population in soiiir parts. The total 
population of 
the 
state 
increased 
817,041 or 16.0 per cent. Cook county 
In which Chicago is s tuated, gained 
566,408 and most of the rem aining 
increase is in a dozen counties con­ 
taining cities of over 25,000 people. 
Fifty of the 102 counties of the state 
contain fewer persons now’ than ten 
years ago. The 
total 
decrease 
in 
these fifty counties is over 50,000. All 
of them are agricultural counties. 
Illinois is one of the richest farm ­ 
ing states in the union. Its corn area 
exceeds that of any other state. Its 
lands are worth $100 to $200 an acre 
and they are cultivated progressively, 
as is shown in the average yield of 
crops, 'which 
is not 
surpassed 
by 
that of any other state. Nowh» re does 
farming offer more attractions than 
in Illinois. But the lure of the cit­ 
ies has been too strong there, as else 
where, to admit of a normal grow’th 
of farm population.

Have the Tangs on the Frame Bent 
Down Until You Have the Drop 
You Want, Says Expert. 


Compare the rifle and the shotgun 
and you will almost invariably find 
the rifle has much less drop of stock 
than has the gun. 
This is, of course, 
due to the rifle makers not wanting 
to carry a large assortment of rifles 
fitted with stocks of different shapes, 
perhaps following the idea that most 
people have that a shotgun must fit, 
but any old rifle is good enough. And 
that is w’hat most of them get. 
Also 
if you’ll watch the owner handle the 
gun and the rifle you’ll find there is 
a big difference. 
With the gun built 
for him he keeps his head up and 
his eye on the target. 
With the rifle 
he puts his head down and hunts for 
the sights—and even then complains 
of over-shooting. 
It doesn’t occur to 
him that this is due to the too high 
modern 
front 
sight 
and 
the 
too 
straight stock. 
There is only one way to remedy 
this latter difficulty without giving up 
your last cent to have a special stock 
built for you. 
Simply have the tangs 
on the rifle frame bent down until 
you have the drop you want—that 
is, the one that brings the sights in 
line so that you wouldn’t be both­ 
ered where you couldn’t see the sights 
but could see the outlines 
of 
the 
game. 
I have had this done on sev­ 
eral of my rifles. 
It costs something 
less than $1. 
And last fall every 
guide and native from New* Brunswick 
to the Smokies that saw and handled 
my .38-55 H. V. wanted it. 
They all 
spoke of the w’ay the sights aligned 
—but they didn’t know why they did. 
I have only had the change made on 
several ’91 and ’92 model W inchesters, 


j I’m not at all sure that it can be done 
on the ’95 model or any other make 
of rifle. 
I believe, however, it will 
pay the hunter who is troubled with 
over-shooting Jo look into the m atter 
and see if he can hare his rifle al­ 
tered In fhis way.—W. M. Newson in 
Recreation.
